A HOPE TO END W AR. 
In reminding the Indiana World Peace Committee that 
modern warfare means defeat for all of its participants, Un­ 
dersecretary of State William R. Castle put his finger on the 
hard, material fact that holds out real hope for those who be­ 
liev e in an enduring world peace. 
The secretary , making his speech at Indianapolis, express­ 
ed himself thus: 
“ Certainly the nations are beg inning more clearly to real­ 
ize that war today means defeat for all 
participants. 
It 
means defeat because it means sooner or later a world-wide 
economic depression such as we hav e at the present time. 
During war there is a tremendous stimulation of industry , a 
stimulation which raises production far bey ond normal con­ 
sumption, and the readjustment is a long and v ery painful 
process— as many of us know too w ell.” 
As a matter of fact, this simple and important fact was 
presented to the world more than a century ago.

E ng land’s quick recov ery from the N a­ 
poleonic wars was due chiefly to the rise of the factory . 
Steam power was a new thing in the world. 
By trebling pro­ 
ductiv e power and making hug e new markets av ailable, it 
made it possible for Britain to liquidate her terrific war debt 
and g o on to a greater prosperity than sin* had ev er dream ­ 
ed of before. 
Since 19 18 no such new factor has appeared. 
Eng land, 
ag ain v ictorious in a frig htfully ex pensiv e war, is being forc­ 
ed to admit the truth of Mr. Castle’s remark 
that there can 
be no v ictor in modern warfare. 
Vet the same lesson would 
hav e been learned a century ago if it hail not been lor the 
steam eng ine and the g reat British coal fields. 
The instructiv e truth was hidden then. 
Todav it c a n n o t 
be ig nored. In that fact there lies more hope for world peace 
than in all the hig h-sounding treaties and 
international 
ag reements ev er projected.

HONDURAN BATHE 


Gov ernment Is Mobilizing 
Heav y Forces For 
Impending Fight

Wrw Orleans La.. May 6—(UP)— 
Federal and rev olutionary leaders in 
Honduras are marshalling forces for 
what I s believ ed by political leaders 
to be the most concentrated effort 
to ov erthrow the 
gov ernment 
in 
Honduras since the Civ il 
War 
of 
19 24. 
All cities along the north coast 
of Honduras hav e been turned into 
mobilization centers for the federal 
army since the first uprising near 
Los Planes, near La Cuba, a fort­ 
night ago. 
In the meantime. General Gre­ 
gorio Ferrer a who has participated 
In ev ery campaign of importance in 
that country for the last 15 y ears, 
has baffled federal leaders as to his 
nex t mov e. 
Ferrera, who was ex pected to at­ 
tack the cities of the north coast 
which control almost three-fourths 
of the wealth of the country , has 
remained hidden In the mountains 
of the country 1—striking 
here 
and 
there apparently with considerable 
success. 
It was believ ed Ferrera was play ­ 
ing his game of hide and seek in an 
effort to weaken 
the 
forces of the 
federal gov ernment by causing it to 
spend Sts resources before he at­ 
tempts a decisiv e batle. 
The Hondurian gov ernment is be­ 
ing forced 
to 
maintain 
a 
large 
standing army at a heav y cost at 
ev ery 
important 
city 
along 
the 
north coast, and at Amapolo on the 
west coast. 
Troops Guard Cities 
Troops hav e been 
guarding 
La 
Celba, Puerto Cortez since the last 
outbreak. 
At La Ceiba trenches hav e been 
thrown across ev ery road leading to 
the city , and the' guard is armed 
with machine guns. 
The custom houses at 
the 
port 
cities 
were 
heav ily 
guarded 
by 
troops. 
In 
past rev olutions the 
custom houses hav e been among the 
first to bo attacked because there 
most of the wealth of the nation is 
held. 
Ferrera’« strength is among 
his 
own people, the Indians and nativ es 
of the ex tensiv e mountainous 
re­ 
gions of the interior. 
The source of income to 
swing 
the rev olution is unknown. 
Most 
of the rebel soldiers are poorly clad, 
barefooted, and armed with the uni­ 
v ersal tool of peace and 
wa r 
of 
Honduras, the machet. 
Ferrera, howev er, is 
believ ed 
to 
hav e sufficient arms to carry on the 
rev olution when such

When he resigned as 
Minister 
of 
War in 19 24 an do scaped into the 
mountains, the entire 
newly 
pur­ 
chased armory of Honduras disap 
peared. 
It included machine guns, 
rifles and pistols. They were believ­ 
ed to be in Ferrera's possession. 
The fercral army is little better 
armed and clothed than the rebels. 
Only a few of the officers were in 
uniform. 
Many of the soldiers were 
barefooted. 
J ose A. Sanchez, Command mci a 
of the Department of Atlantida. was 
enforcing strict disciplinary measur­ 
es among the soldiers

north coast. 
Any soldier found in­ 
tox icated was ordered shot.
